The applicants' arquements that Li ( US 5.646.990) does not teach speakerphone at all, and it is not inherent that a telephone 
or telephone line has a receiving path and a transmitting path, are invalid. First Li teaches a full-duplex speakerphone in 
figures 1 and 2. Li states: "The full-duplex speakerphone is suitable for simultaneous two-wav communications in which the 
local user 140 mav speak and listen simultaneouslv with the remote user 142 (figure 1: column 4. lines 63-66r and "the 
preferred embodiment of a full-duplex speakerphone. ... if the svstem is in a double-talk mode, i.e. simultaneous two-wav 
communication (column 6. lines 1 1-19)" Li clearlv teaches a full-duplex speakerphone. Secondlv. anv telephone, including 
speakerphone. has a receiving path for receiving voice signals from a far end partv. and a transmitting path for transmitting 
voice signal to the far end partv. Figure 2 of Li shows a receiving path comprising amplifier 268. A/D converter 262. Rx AGO 
246. D/A converter 232 and Speaker 236. and a transmitting path from Microphone 210. Tx AGO 240 to line driver 270.
